ACK WESTROPE last week at Rockingham 
Park had 37 mounts rode 10 winners, six sec- 


ons, five thirds. On Monday and again on Fri- 
day he rode three winners; on each of the other 
days one winner. Westrope heads the list of 
winning jockeys with a long lead. To the 
end of last week he had had this year 850 rides. 
From these he brought in 218 winners, 167 sec- 
onds, 113 thirds and was 352 times unplaced. 
This represents a fraction better than 25 per 
cent winners and is more than 50 per cent horses 
in the money. Few jockeys ever ride so well... . 
For foul riding at Lincoln Fields September 9, 
A. Richard was suspended five days . . . Johnny 
Gilbert is a Syrian ... Apprentice P. Roberts, 
under contract to J. O. Keene, was granted rid- 
ing license at Detroit last week. He weighs 90 
pounds ...

covered from injuries at Coney Island, is with 
George Collins’ Thistleton Farm Stable at De- 
troit ...

Accordingly 
the stewards ordered that his entry be refused. 
Callahan’s suspension was for his inability to 
keep his mount from coating the other horse.

MICHIGAN MOVES. 
ITH the consent and approval of State Rac- 
ing Commissioner Hanna, the Detroit Rac- 
ing Association last week promulgated the fol- 
lowing and had it posted at each stable at the 
Michigan State Fair Grounds: 

The rules of racing make it a ruling-off offense to 
use narcotics of any character or any electrical device 
either in working or racing horses. : 

The mere possession of any narcotics or electrical 
device established by testimony of any state, federal, 
local or association agent will be sufficient evidence 
of guilt. 

The officials at Detroit say there has been no 
evidence of the use of narcotics or batteries at 
the Fair Grounds, but that they want the horse- 
men and the public to know that they are co- 
operating with the Government’s agents in the 
effort to trace the source of supply of narcotics 
and to stamp out the use of drugs for purposes 
of horse stimulation. In other words, fair warn- 
ing has been given, and anybody found with the 
goods will be ruled off and in all probability sent 
to prison, for Michigan has an anti-doping state 
law.

one of them has earned its purchase price. 

The most expensive of all, The Triumvir, which cost 
the Greentree Stable $14,500 for last year’s highest 
price, has not yet won a race. He has earned only 
$200 by placing second in two races run over muddy 
tracks, and has been among the also-rans four times 
on fast tracks. 

On the other hand, the Greentree Stable’s Black 
Buddy, which cost:$4,000 as a yearling, is third in the 
2-year-old money-winning list with $25,580 won this 
year. F. Burton’s Wise Daughter, fifth in the winning 
list. has proven the best investment so far. Costing 
just $800 as a yearling, she has won $21,540. 

The head, in large bold face type, The Times 
carried over the foregoing was: 

PRIZE 1932 THOROUGHBRED YEARLINGS FAIL 
TO EARN PURCHASE PRICE SO FAR THIS YEAR 
It may not have been the purpose of The 

Times, any more so than it was the purpose of 

numerous other daily newspapers carrying the 

story and headlining it sensationally, to create 
the impression that Thoroughbred yearlings are 

a “bad buy,” but it is very likely that thousands 

of people, not thoroughly conversant with racing, 

laid aside their newspapers with that thought in 
their minds. 

The buying of Thoroughbred yearlings is a 
lottery, just as the buying of other young ani- 
mals is a lottery, but we do not consider that the 
hazards are proportionately greater through in- 
vestments in young Thoroughbreds than, for in- 
stance, in young beef cattle, lambs or shoats. 

The Thoroughbred, primarily intended for rac- 
ing, is to show its gains first through the test of 
the course and, if worthy, then in the breeding 
paddock. Except in the case of fancy stock, se- 
lected for the show ring, the beef, sheep and 
swine must show their gains in the market for 
food. Any farmer or dealer in livestock can tell 
you how much of a lottery they have lately been 
experiencing in such animals. 

It isn’t fair, to single out a higher-priced group 
of Thoroughbred yearlings and exploit them as 


failures. Let us present another and truer 
picture. 

The 16 yearlings, now 2-year-olds, referred 
to in the Associated Press dispatch are:

The winners are Some Pomp, Prince Pompey, 
two each; Sir Ten, Galabang, National Anthem, 
one each. The Triumvir has been twice second; 
Maine Chance has been third once. In addition 
to winning, Some Pomp has been second three 
times; and Prince Pompey and Galabang have 
each been third twice. Seven have not started 
as yet. They are Mr. Hyde, Gay Polka, Handi- 
craft, Distinction colt, Mucia, Broken Hill and 
Sir Herbert Barker. 

Now, here are 16 other 2-year-olds sold by auc- 
tion as yearlings in 1932, only one of which has 
failed to earn as much as or more than his or 
her purchase price:

The first 14 in the foregoing list have won 
stakes events, while none of the 16 in the first 
group have as yet triumphed in a stellar event. 
The first 16 have not as yet, by a matter of 
$110,900, earned the $116,900 equal to the total 
of their purchase prices. The second 16 have 
earned $95,039 more than the $23,450 total of 
their purchase prices. Since we have been dis- 
cussing these young Thoroughbreds as_ two 
groups of 16 each, let us combine them into one 
group of 32 and see what they look like in the 
matter of financial profit and loss, leaving out 
entirely consideration of the pleasure of owner- 
ship and other beneficial features. The total 
outlay for purchase was $140,350. The total earn- 
ings to and including September 8, the date of 
the Associated Press dispatch was $124,489. Thus 
the 32 horses are within $15,861 or an average of 
$495.66 per head, in eight months of their first 
year of racing usefulness, of having returned 
the original outlay, and the greater portion of 
their racing lives (about 21% years is the average 
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racing life of a Thoroughbred in America) and 
all of their breeding paddock usefulness is in 
front of them. 

We believe investments in Thoroughbred 
horses, when judiciously made, pay greater re- 
turns than investments in any other animals, 
and we believe that statistics would prove the 
truth of this if it were possible to get together 
figures for all breeds of horses and livestock. 


PARAGRAPHS 


FTER having what Bob Saxton, in The Cin- 

cinnati Enquirer, described as “a wrestling 
match with Big Moment in the last race of Mon- 
day” at Coney Island, John Highhouse, an assist- 
ant starter, “showed up” September 12 “with 
cuts and bruises about his head,” causing Bob to 
comment: “Horses can inflict as much punish- 
ment as a fighter.”’ It is just such manhandling 
of horses at the post as this describes that is 
disgusting patrons of racing with modern start- 
ing methods. It is this sort of thing that is speed- 
ing the day when the walk-up start will be 
adopted in America.

I had too much private 
business to get through in a short period.” Quite 
unlike the street car motorman who, on his day 
off, spent hours riding about the city on lines 
other than his regular run.

Owners of race tracks in the United States and 
Canada ought to get together once in a while and talk 
matters over. They could improve their sport consid- 
erably by doing so, and in bettering the game they will 
better their business. The public will pay for anything 
worth while, even in these times, but unfortunately 
few of our track owners and managers have vision 
other than getting the cash as soon as possible. By 
co-operating in emphasizing distance racing rather 
than 2-year-old racing the promoters would be _ re- 
warded within a few years by a sport whose healthy 
condition would astound them, 


THE BLOOD-HORSE is being asked to say some- 
thing more in the nature of an urgent appeal to 
the governing bodies of the Turf to require the 
institution of chemical analysis as a means of 
preventing further drugging of horses in this 
country. We are most heartily in favor of such 
a plan, or of any other action that will put a 
stop to the nefarious practice. We have, for the 
last several years, been urgently appealing to 
the powers that be to enforce the racing rules 
and the law of the land, and from time to time 
will continue to present the situation as force- 
fully as we can until the happier condition of 
drugless racing prevails.

The process, in so far as the horse is 
concerned, merely requires time enough to get a 
cotton swab moistened with saliva or sweat.

HE C. V. Whitney entry, High Glee and Jabot, 

which took down, respectively, first and third 
money in the Matron Stakes, are very closely re- 
lated. High Glee is from Beaming, she by Whisk 
Broom II out of Masda. Whisk Broom II is a 
son of Broomstick, and Masda is own sister to 
Man o’ War. Jabot, on the other hand, is out of 
Frilette, a daughter of Man o’ War, from 
Frillery, and the sire of Frillery was Broomstick. 
Aside from this close relationship on the dam’s 
side, High Glee and Jabot are by own brothers. 
The former by *Pharamond II, the latter by 
*Sickle, sons of Phalaris from Selene, by Chau- 
cer. These fillies are of entirely different types. 
High Glee is a brown, rather small and wiry. 
Her outstanding point is the size of her ears. 
They are big enough to look perfectly at home on 
a mule. Large ears are an emblem of maternity, 
and seem to be much sought after by many 
breeders. Jabot is a chestnut, large, and big 
boned, with a look of Fair Play about her. High 
Glee is the first of *Pharamond II’s get to be- 
come a stakes winner. 

* * * 


IALEAH PARK will doubtless offer plenty 

of good sport and competition this year. The 
same number of stakes will be run, and it is 
understood there is to be no reduction in purses. 
It is a point of interest that the training and 
running of 2-year-olds in the winter does not ap- 
pear to hurt them; if not overdone. On the con- 
trary, it seems to do them good. They have the 
advantage of getting their early training in a 
warm climate, at leisure; instead of being rushed 
in the early spring to be made ready for Mary- 
land, and New York racing. . ; 

However, the proof of the pudding is in the 
eating. Several of our leading youngsters have 
—after having been raced through the winter 
season—gone on to account for some of the most 
coveted spring and summer stakes. Wise Daugh- 
ter after winning the Juvenile Championship at 
Hialeah, took down the Pimlico Nursery Stakes, 
the Bowie Kindergarten Stakes, the Saratoga 
Sales Stakes and the Saratoga Special. Slapdash, 
after winning the filly division of the Nursery 
Stakes, at Hialeah Park, accounted for the Great 
American at Aqueduct. High Glee, second to 
Wise Daughter in the Juvenile Championship, 
has to her credit the Matron Stakes. 

The three 2-year-old stakes carded at Hialeah, 
are the Nursery, run in two divisions, one for 
colts and geldings and the other for fillies, and 
the Juvenile Championship, which is only open 
to horses which have won a race. The Florida 
Derby, run the last day of the meeting, over a 
mile and a furlong route, offers a $10,000 added 
prize to the winner.

Editor’s note: Artful has put it well in saying 
“if not overdone.” We cannot subscribe to the 
belief that Thoroughbreds are benefited by early 
and prolonged racing as 2-year-olds. The “proof 
of the pudding” comes in their after years. Let 
us note the performances of these fillies as 3- 
year-olds to get the proof.

ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


HERE probably are fewer horses and riders 

on hand for the Queens County Jockey Club 
session, a meeting topped by the Junior Cham- 
pion renewal, than at any time since Aqueduct 
opened in the late summer of 1894. About 150 
horses, or one-third of those here for Belmont’s 
meet, departed to Maryland. Aqueduct not only 
conflicts with Rockingham, as Belmont did to its 
detriment, but with the established Havre de 
Grace session also. The most helpful influence 
at the meet is that of Joseph McLennan, whose 
book, though handicapped by The Jockey Club’s 
sprint rule, should bring the most attractive 
sport possible under the circumstances. At the 
Spa, nearly 100 riders checked in, about 70 going 
into action. At Belmont, the number dwindled 
to half that. Aqueduct’s tally can hardly be as 
large. Though it has no such ambitious pro- 
gram, the Queens County meet seems certain to 
prove a losing venture, as Belmont did. The 
late season meetings aren’t faring as well, thus 
far, as those of the early season. 


T will be interesting to note McLennan’s 

weights on Bazaar and Wise Daughter in the 
Eastern Shore, Havre’s six-furlongs special for 
juveniles. Bazaar, despite her curby hocks, is 
a far more impressive individual, physically, than 
Wise Daughter, whose speed, however, will carry 
her the Eastern Shore route in jig time. The 
daughter of Tetratema was unequal to giving 
the ex-plater, High Glee, which like Wise Daugh- 
ter got her early education at Hialeah, a dozen 
pounds in the Matron, her main Belmont chance, 
but turned in a creditable effort to place. The 
Whitney miss got a step at the gate. Trainer 
Thompson tells us Bazaar’s dam, Silver Hue, has 
a vearline colt by Black Tonev and a suckling 
filly by Black Servant at Idle Hour. The rising 
young sire. *Royal Minstrel. would seem a good 
outside mate for Silver Hue. He’s one of the 
smartest of Tetratema’s sons. 


IGH QUEST wasn’t the only juvenile of 
stakes calibre sold at auction by Marshall 
Field last year. John Simonetti got one nobody 
seems willing to credit with being as good as he 
is, namely, Sgt. Byrne, for $500. The son of 
Stimulus and Heloise gained prominence in win- 
ning the East View at Empire. At Belmont, he 
was second in the Nursery and Champagne. Sgt. 
Byrne to the writing has won $3,730. Mr. Field 
retained one good colt for racing under his own 
colors, Gentle Knight, a 2-year-old bred much 
like that Gallant Fox—-*Martha Snow yearling 
that topped the Spa sales at $13,000, being a son 
of *Sir Gallahad III and Nimba. He’s a strap- 
ping colt, almost too big to wear well, but is po- 
tentially better than Nimbus, Nimba’s 3-year-old 
which placed in a rough-run Belmont Stakes.

* CIR GALLAHAD III is represented in 1933 
competition by no less than five sons in the 
first flight of juveniles, Brookmeade’s High 
Quest, Calumet’s Hadagal, Marshall Field’s Gen- 
tle Knight, Alec Gordon’s Sir Thomas and H. C. 
Phipps’ Glendye. Belair’s Revere, which failed 
to stand, and C. V. Whitney’s Trumpery are 
others above the average in the Vosburgh fig- 
ures. Each is from a high class mare, Gentle 
Knight’s dam, a Realization winner, being best 
from a performance standpoint, and Glendye’s, 
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Virginia L., best known as a producer. In Single 
Foot and Canter, Virginia L., foaled a pair of 
$100,000 winners. Glendye is the largest of her 
foals I have seen to date, and a staying type. 
Has a crooked foot, as the writer recalls it, but 
that didn’t bother him in his first race.

AWAGOE and Jabot, an improved pair, give 

Joseph E. Widener’s *Sickle a couple of 
stakes winners in his first American crop. It is 
doubtful if Willow King, highly promising in the 
early season, will ever come through as hand- 
somely. The Phalaris horse should do well when 
bred to mares with *Rock Sand blood. Jabot, 
whose temperament is against her, is from Fril- 
ette, a daughter of Man o’ War, and Kawagoe 
is a son of Kawa, by Trap Rock. High Glee, 
best of the *Pharamond II crop, is from Beam- 
ing, the next dam Masda, sister to Man o’ War. 
*Pharamond II is a brother to *Sickle. Those 
mares at Elmendorf carrying the Fair Play- 
*Rock Sand cross would seem logical mates for 
*Sickle. Pharatime and High Glee give the 
Beaumont sire two stakes winners also.

genet ange reputedly the most promising 
youngster in the Glen Riddle string since 
Crusader’s time, favorably impressed critics at 
Belmont. He’s short and blocky, on the type of 
Crusader and War Glory, rather than like his 
sire, in addition being blessed with a better dis- 
position. Holystone’s just getting acquainted 
this year. War Glory, incidentally, was fortunate 
in his latest victory, the Lawrence Realization. 
Their was nothing in the race to force him in 
the early stages, as handy little Okapi did in 
the Travers, to such good purpose he killed off 
the Riddle colt. With Head Play and Brokers 
Tip training for Maryland, and Dynastic re- 
turned to Willie Brennan, perhaps one or two 
will go soundly enough to make things in the 
3-year-old line interesting later. Head Play will 
clinch his claim on the title, if there’s a remnant 
left, when Max Hirsch pronounces him ready. 


EST PLAY, 4-year-old son of Fair Play and 

Catalpa, dam of Catalan, The Pelican, etc., 
appeared to have the makings of a star ’chaser 
when winning at the second asking at Belmont. 
This fellow, with *Azucar and the aging Arc 
Light, give Joseph E. Widener a trio of clever 
candidates for jump attractions. Best Play once 
was the pride of the untried flat division of the 
stable, but failed to come through. He is royally 
bred and is one of the very few young stallions 
in the hedge-hopping business at present.

LENHEIM isn’t the same stout horse that 

was winning the Brookdale, Brooklyn, Em- 
pire City, Edgemere and Whitney Gold Cup Han- 
dicaps last year. The Irish-bred son of Bland- 
ford, sire of Trigo and English Blenheim, was 
given seven chances by Fitzsimmons this season, 
before being dropped down to a valuation of 
$3,000 to win. But Wheatley’s more youthful 
Dark Secret is picking up where Blenheim left 
off, accounting recently for the Manhattan. Mr. 
Vosburgh’s high regard for Dark Secret was 
vindicated in the Manhattan, inawhich the Flying 
Ebony 4-year-old gave Gusto 10 pounds and a 
sound lacing. Comparatively few thought him 
capable of that. But then comparatively few 


thought Sation could whip Morfair six furlongs 
on the main course, and he did, easily, within a 
fifth of the track record. 


And comparatively 


few ever are right in racing hereabout these 
days, judging from complaints.

Y surpassing Johnny Gilbert’s 1932 record of 
212 winners at Rockingham recently, Jack 
Westrope thus early in the season has beaten all 
leading marks for the past 25 years. But with 
this lad, who came out of the West honored and 
sung, came another, one Earl Porter, who is 
nowhere near him on the season’s statistics but 
is stealing the show from him at the Salem 
meeting. Porter is leading rider at Lou Smith's 
track as this is written and will stay there unless 
Westrope snaps out of his current slump. The 
former outweighs Westrope by about five pounds, 
and is stronger, and almost invariably this 
swings the balance in his favor when the pair 
hook up in a stretch duel. 


LD ROSEBUD questions whether Westrope, 
Porter and others of the present-day sensa- 
tions will ever equal Mack Garner’s unique rec- 
ord of winning two Ladies’ Handicaps 17 years 
apart, as he did with Celandria in 1916 and White 
Lies last week. Garner is a better rider now 
than he was a decade ago and while he hasn't 
the dash of the youngsters, who, favored with 
an allowance, are in receipt of plenty of good 
mounts, his skill and experience frequently 
enough see him home in front in an important 
stake. Without being discouraging, it may be 
added Garner has in his favor a thorough knowl- 
edge of horseflesh no youngster can claim and 
few last long enough to acquire.

IMON HEALY patched up the former Pimlico 
Futurity winner, Flying Heels, to win a cou- 
ple of sprint stakes at Rockingham, but the 
come-back was a brief one, as 129 pounds broke 
him down in his last. Which reminds that Theo- 
dore Mueller’s veteran sprinter, Cayuga, now 8 
years old, apparently has many winning races 
left in his old legs, as he demonstrated when he 
caught an off track at Lincoln last week. Like 
the erstwhile Derby winner Clyde Van Dusen, 
he’s running cheap, for $1,200, but haltermen 
seem to think that’s a high figure in either case.

OMEBODY in the Belmont Park paddock the 

other afternoon was reminded of Green B. 
Morris’ timing horses with his foot. It seems 
that Mr. Morris was clocking one between races 
one afternoon and this party inquired, “How'd 
he go?” “Dunno,” replied Mr. Morris, “Got a 
cramp in my foot the last three-sixteenths and 
couldn’t tap!” 


HARNESS HORSE PHRASEOLOGY. 

Noticing that the Stockton harness horse race 
summaries in the San Francisco Chronicle car- 
ried the expression “also ran” after the names 
of unsuccessful contestants, Harry B. Smith, 
sports writer for that publication, recalled that 
the late Benny Benjamin had cautioned him years 
ago that “harness horses do not run. They either 
pace or trot.” Admitting that Mr. Benjamin was 
quite right, but doubting if California sports 
present-day public would understand as well if 
it were expressed “also trotted” as they do 
“also ran,” Mr. Smith announced: “So we'll have 
to stick to the phrase that is understood, even 
if it happens to be entirely incorrect.” Now, why 
be incorrect, at all, when it is so easy to say: 
“Other contestants:” and then give the names of 
horses not “in the money ?”

confirmed the Futurity result in other races. In 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup Equipoise suffered 
his first defeat of the season, and apparently 
without excuse, for both Dark Secret and Gusto 
beat him decisively. Equipoise had earned a 
rating of ‘superior mudder,” so the track con- 
dition could hardly be given as his “alibi.” 

The 12 days of racing at Aqueduct began Mon- 
day of this week. The Queens County Jockey 
Club is “in the middle,’ so to speak, with com- 
petition from Rockingham Park to the north and 
from Havre de Grace, first of the Maryland fall 
meetings, to the south. Fields of good class will 
be hard to recruit, and the management can 
hardly expect to make a profit. The pretentious 
stakes list of former years has been cut to four 
events, the Bay Shore Handicap and Harbor Hill 
Steeplechase, to be run Saturday, September 23, 
and the Aqueduct Handicap and Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes, booked for the last day, Saturday, 
September 30. 


JAMAICA STAKES. 

Three stakes will be run at the Jamaica fall 
meeting, October 2 to 14, it was announced last 
week. They are the Remsen Handicap, $1,500 
added. 2-year-olds, six furlongs; Columbus Day 
Handicap, $1,500 added, all ages, six furlongs; 
Continental Handicap, $1,000 added, all ages, 
mile and 70 yards. This program is radically 
different from that of Jamaica’s second 1932 
meeting, when 12 guaranteed money stakes were 
offered. The Columbus Day Handicap is a new 
fixture. 


SINGING WOOD’S FUTURITY TRIUMPH. 

The Whitney family does not go long without 
winning a Futurity, but up to this year the rich 
Belmont Park race for 2-year-olds had never 
fallen to a representative of the Payne Whitney 
branch of America’s famous racing clan. The 
first victory for that side of the house came last 
Saturday, September 16, when Singing Wood led 
the way to the finish of the forty-fourth Futurity 
Stakes under the fuschia and purple silks of 
Mrs. John Hay Whitney, daughter-in-law of 
Mrs. Payne Whitney, owner of the Greentree 
Stable. Beaten a head was A. B. Gordon’s Sir 
Thomas (117), and a length and a half back 
of the maiden son of *Sir Gallahad III came the 
two representatives of C. V. Whitney, Roustabout 
(122) and High Glee (119), bearing the light blue

colors which Whichone had carried to victory in 
the 1929 Futurity and Top Flight in the 1931 
renewal. Roustabout, third, beat the *Pharamond 
II filly just a head. 

The Futurity was run in fast-track time on a 
muddy track. Sixteen starters went to the post, 
and, on their past performances, there was no 
standout among them. For some reason the 
bulk of the play turned to the Calumet Farm 
Stable’s Hadagal and the colt, one of the 
five sons of *Sir Gallahad III in the field, was 
backed from a high of 6-1 down to a closing 
price of 16-5. 

During the six-minute post delay High Glee 
was taken to the outside position, ana when the 
start came, a good one, she swerved and got 
away last of all, but soon recovered and moved 
into the thick of the fight. Her stablemate, 
Roustabout, got away first, by way of compensa- 
tion for the filly’s ill luck, but was soon super- 
seded by Hadagal. The latter, at the end of the 
first quarter-mile, had a lead of a length and a 
half. Singing Wood, which had started from an 
outside post position, was running in the middle 
of the track and about the middle of the field, 
though never out of striking distance of the 
leaders. His rider, R. Jones, gauged his chal- 
Jenge well, and was fortunate to find Hadagal 
tiring. He sent Singing Wood into the lead at 
the three-sixteenths pole, and in half a furlong 
had established a lead of a length and a half, 
with High Glee second. But now Singing Wood 
was beginning to tire, and a “dark horse’’ was 
shadowing him to take advantage of his weaken- 
ing. This was Sir Thomas, with Anthony Pas- 
cuma aboard. The Gordon racer, the only horse 
in the field not owned by a person of great 
wealth. had lost some ground when he shied and 
jumped the path at the point where the straight- 
away Widener Course cuts across the main 
track, but Pascuma had him outrunning every- 
thing in the field from there to the finish. In the 
last eighth the son of *Sir Gallahad III made up 
two lengths on Singing Wood, but he fell short 
of success by inches as Jones steadied the tiring 
Whitney colt and kept him going. The chart 
of the race:

SINGING WOOD raced forwardly from the start, 
moved up gamely when called upon, stood a_ drive 
gamely and outlasted SIR THOMAS in the final strides. 
The latter worked his way up on the inside steadily 
and finished going strongest of all. ROUSTABOUT was 
away fast but dropped back, improved his _ position 
steadily and finished fast. HIGH GLEE broke slowly 
on the outside, moved up fast and showed high speed, 
but tired at the end. HADAGAL showed early speed, 
but sprawled in the going when tiring. HIGH QUEST, 
under urging all the way, could not gain on the leaders. 
SPOILT BEAUTY showed a good effort. BLUE AGAIN 
had no mishaps. SUN TEMPEST raced evenly. BLACK 
BUDDY was outrun. FIRST MINSTREL stopped. 
KAWAGOE sprawled in the going. Scratched—Kepi. 

Singing Wood is one of the nine which con- 
stitute *Royal Minstrel’s first crop of 2-year-olds 
to reach the races. He was foaled May 2, 1931, 
at Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree Farm, where 
*Royal Minstrel, owned by her son, John Hay 
Whitney, then was standing. Young “Jock” 
Whitney had arranged with his mother that she 
was to breed 10 mares to *Royal Minstrel on 
the condition that he was to have his choice of 
the foals after they were weaned. The yearlings 
he had to pick from were six in number, and 
they are now known as Singing Wood, Blind 
Raftery, First Minstrel, Dabchick, Rhythmic and 
Stealthy Step. How well he chose was proved by 
the Futurity result of last Saturday. Under a 
similar arrangement, Mr. Whitney this year has 
selected a colt out of False Modesty from his 
mother’s six *Royal Minstrel yearlings. It 
is presumed that the same agreement has been 
made for the foals of 1933, but it is not likely 
that the terms will be the same for those of 
1934, as *Royal Minstrel this year was moved 
from Greentree Farm to Old Hickory Farm, 
purchased by Mr. Whitney for his breeding stock. 


Singing Wood made his racing debut at 
Arlington Park June 28, winning by six lengths 
from Sir Ten, Cavalcade, and others. On July 1 
Cavalcade beat him a neck for the Hyde Park 
Stakes. On July 22 he scored in an allowance 
race at Arlington, beating Sun Tempest, Count 
Rae and others. Then, racing in five stakes suc- 
cessively, he failed in all. He was third in the 
Arlington Futurity, won by Far Star; second in 
the Saratoga Special, won by Wise Daughter; 
unplaced in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes 
(heavy track) won by Roustabout; unplaced to 
Bazaar in the Hopeful; third te Kawagoe in the 
Nursery Handicap. His Futurity effort was a 
return to the form promised in his early train- 
ing and racing. His earnings now total $88,050. 

Glade, Singing Wood’s dam, was a good race 
mare, winning the Matron Stakes and the Pim- 
lico Futurity of 1928, in which she defeated 


Reigh Count in a finish which brought about the 
suspension of her jockey, Earl Sande. Her first 
foal was the *St. Germans filly Easy Day, win- 
ner of the Spinaway Stakes last year. Singing 
Wood is her second produce. Her foal of 1932 
is a bay filly, sister to the Futurity winner. This 
year she slipped a foal by *Chicle and was re- 
turned to the court of *Royal Minstrel. 


Glade’s dam, Idle Dell, was a winner of the 
Walden Stakes and Delaware Handicap and is 
dam of the winners Lazy Susan and Lazy Daisy. 
The next dam, Idle Tale, was a winner and pro- 
ducer. The fourth dam, Idle Fancy, produced the 
stakes winner and producer Fairy Story and 
four other winners and also the producer Blushes, 
grandam of the stakes winners Healy and Iron- 
clad. The sixth dam was the fine mare *Fair 
Vision, half-sister to Peter Quince and founder 
of a successful family in America. 


DARK SECRET’S MANHATTAN VICTORY. 


At the suggestion of John Hay Whitney the 
distance of the Manhattan Handicap ($2,500 add- 
ed, 3-year-olds and upward) was changed this 
year from a mile to a mile and a half, in order 
to give candidates for the Jockey Club Gold Cup 
a chance to qualify for that distance classic. 
Considering the poverty of staying talent in this 
country, it was gratifying that as many as six 
starters came out for the race at Belmont Park 
September 13. Favorite was Morton L. Schwartz’s 
Gusto (114), which closed at 13 to 10. The crowd 
evidently was of the opinion that the Wheatley 
Stable’s Dark Secret (124) was not capable of 
conceding 10 pounds to the son of American 
Flag. Dark Secret was coupled in the running 
with H. C. Phipps’ inconsequential 3-year-old En- 
thusiast (100) and the entry closed at 11 to 5 in 
the wagering. Gusto, now attempting a come- 
back, ran a good race, but Dark Secret turned in 
one of the best efforts of his honorable career, 
and won easily. two lengths ahead of Gusto, with 
the Catawba Stable’s Mr. Khayyam (3-y-o, 114) 
three lengths farther back in third place. Nothing 
else was close. Mrs. T. H. Somerville’s Annapolis 
(10712) was fourth, seven lengths farther to the 
rear, and was trailed by Caesars Ghost (3-y-o, 
111) and Enthusiast. Mr. Khayyam was allowed 
to make the early pace, followed by Annapolis 
and Caesars Ghost. “Sonny’’ Workman, on Dark 
Secret, had him under restraint in the early 
stages. Gusto left the post slowly, as did En- 
thusiast. The field was turning into the long 
homestretch for the final drive before either 
Gusto or Dark Secret made a serious move. Then 
they went by the 3-yesr-old easily, and Dark 
Secret kept his lead over Gusto without diffi- 
culty. Time, :24, :48 1-5, 1:13 1-5, 1:38 1-5, 2:04, 
2:30, track fast. Stakes division, $2,560, $400, 
$200, $70. 


THE DEFEAT OF EQUIPOISE. 

A few form students looked for the downfall 
of Equipoise in the Jockey Club Gold Cup ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, weight for age, two 
miles) on the closing day at Belmont Park. 
Their argument was simple. Gusto had fin- 
ished second to Equipoise in the Saratoga Cup, 
1% miles, at level weights, 125 pounds, and sec- 
ond to Dark Secret in the Manhattan Handicap, 
1% miles, when the winner was conceding him 10 
pounds, and his showing against Equipoise had 
been better than against Dark Secret. It was 
simple, but unconvincing to those who called the 
Whitney racer a super-horse. His odds drifted 
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from 1-3 to 1-2, and closed at 9-20, but few be- 
lieved he would be beaten. 

The result was convincing enough. Dark Se- 
cret, ridden by “Hank” Mills, led all the way. 
Four lengths behind him in second place was 
Morton L. Schwartz’s Gusto, and eight lengths 
behind Gusto was Equipoise. Only one _ con- 
testant, Keep Out, a 3-year-old owned by William 
Ziegler, Jr., and carrying 114 pounds to 125 on 
each of the older horses, finished behind him, by 
some seven lengths. 

The order the first mile was Dark Secret, 
Equipoise, Keep Out, Gusto, all under restraint. 
Then R. Workman moved forward slightly with 
the Whitney champion. Mills let Dark Secret step 
a little farther ahead, about two lengths. Work- 
man waited a quarter and tried again. Equipoise 
gained a few feet, but Mills urged his mount 
slightly and again took his two-length lead. 
Workman now began driving, but to no purpose. 
Dark Secret was the better horse, in the mud and 
at the distance, at least. As they came to the 
turn Lee Humphries sent Gusto forward, and the 
son of American Flag passed Keep Out and drew 
alongside Equipoise. In the stretch Gusto con- 
quered Equipoise and momentarily threatened 
Dark Secret, pulling up to within a length of the 
pacemaker, but in the last eighth Dark Secret 
was drawing away again. Workman eased up 
when he saw that Equipoise was thoroughly 
beaten—for the first time in eight starts this 
year. Time, :24 4-5, :50, 1:15 3-5, 1:42 3-5, 
2:08 3-5, 2:34 1-5, 3:25 1-5, track muddy. Stakes 
division, $6,400, $1,000, $500, $250. 

Two days later, interviewed by a reporter at 
Havre de Grace, Md., Workman gave his view of 
Equipoise’s failure: “The horse did not want to 
go two miles. It -was too far for his liking. I 
realized it and did not punish him.” 

Trainer T. J. Healey had‘ no excuses for the 
Whitney racer, and reported he came out of the 
Gold Cup contest in good condition.

The Manhattan Handicap of September 13 was 
Dark Secret's first start since his victory in the 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap at Saratoga. 
Including his two stakes wins of last week, he 
has won $60,700 in three seasons. 


BEST PLAY WINS GRAND NATIONAL. 
Joseph E. Widener named two starters for the 
thirty-third running of the Grand National Stee- 
plechase Handicap ($4,000 added, 4-year-olds 
and up, about three miles, 19 jumps), most im- 
portant of New York’s fixtures for jumpers, run 
September 16 at Belmont Park. The Sanford 
Stud Farm Stable, which had won two of the 
last three previous renewals, had none. But 
shortly before the race Mr. Widener sold to John 
Sanford one of his entries, the 4-year-old Best 
Play (132), leaving only the veteran Arc Light 
(150) to carry his own red and white stripes. 
Best Play, well backed, closed favorite at 11 to 5. 
Ridden by A. Bauman, he went into the lead 
early and easily drew away to a lead of 10 


lengths, which was reduced to six as he galloped 
the distance between the last jump and the fin- 
ish. Arc Light finished second, a neck ahead of 
L. H. Drennan’s Eric the Red (142), which had 
10 lengths to spare over the fourth horse, Mrs. 
Gwladys Whitney’s Rideaway (140). The other 
horses to finish were What Have You (153), 
“Trish Bullet (160), *Citron (145). *Ferular 
(135) and Yarn (145) fell, and Outlaw (142) 
lost his rider. American-bred horses occupied 
the first five positions at the finish. Time, 
6:09 3-5, track muddy. Stakes division, $4,850, 
$700, $300, $125.

Best Play did not race at two. At three he 
made only two starts, and in one of them fin- 
ished second in the Debut Stakes. Put to steeple- 
chasing this year, he was unplaced in his first 
effort, but won his next two races. His five 
starts in two seasons have netted $6,000. He is 
one of the last crop of foals sired by Fair Play 
and is a brother to Catalan (stakes winner and 
sire) and Claptrap (winner and sire) and half- 
brother to The Pelican. 


KAWAGOE’S NURSERY HANDICAP. 

The sixty-fourth Nursery Handicap ($1,000 
added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs, Widener Course), 
run September 12 at Belmont Park, gave George 
D. Widener’s Kawagoe (114) his chance to 
qualify for the Futurity. He was coupled with 
Chicstraw (107) and the entry was backed into 
2-1 favoritism over nine other starters. Kawa- 
goe, ridden by Pete Walls, was fortunate to get 
away in front and escape the interference which 
marred the chances of several others. For a 
while he had determined opposition from John 
Simonetti’s Sgt. Byrne (117) and Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney’s Singing Wood (116), but the *Sickle 
colt proved the gamest, and at the finish he was 
a length and a half in front of Sgt. Byrne, with 
Singing Wood another length back. The others 
were Stand Pat (112), Agrarian (106), Chic- 
straw, Vicar (112), Cleves (110), Peace Chance 
(110), Blue Again (117), Chancing (118). Several 
of these, notably Vicar, Blue Again, Peace 
Chance and Chicstraw, were sufferers in the 
interference caused by Sgt. Byrne’s swerving 
throughout the race. Not even the strong arms 
of R. Workman were enough to keep the colt 
straight. No official notice of the fouls was 
taken. Time, 1:11 1-5, track fast. Stakes di- 
vision, $1,825, $200, $100.

Previous to the Nursery he had 
won a maiden race, finished third to Hadagal and 
Sgt. Byrne in the Champagne Stakes, failed to 
place in his other starts. Kawa won at two and 
was sister to the stakes winner Lord Baltimore 
II and to the winner Federal. Kawagoe is her 
second foal and first winner. The second dam, 
Federal Girl, also produced the stakes winner 
Lady Baltimore and other winners. It is the 
Levity family. 


WHITE LIES WINS THE LADIES’. 

The veteran Mack Garner took White Lies 
(3-y-0, 110) to the front at the start of the 
Ladies’ Handicap ($1,000 added, all ages, fillies 
and mares, one mile) at Belmont Park Septem- 
ber 14, and rated her in front for the entire dis- 
tance. She won easily by four lengths, from 
John Riches’ Sweet Scent (107), the extreme 
outsider in the field, which lasted to finish a 
length and a half ahead of the favorite, the 
Wheatley Stable’s Notebook (3-y-o0, 107). The 
latter was half a length ahead of Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney’s Sugar Cake (3-y-o0, 106), the only 
other starter. Notebook, the only starter for 
which excuse could have been made, was taken 
back to last place by John Gilbert, who thus sac- 
rificed a rail position for an outside place, and 
lost ground on the stretch turn. Notebook fin- 
ished fast. Time, :23 3-5, :47, 1:12, 1:38 2-5, 
= sloppy. Stakes division, $1,030, $125, $75, 
$35.

White Lies was one of the crop of yearlings 
which Joseph E. Widener purchased from F. 
Wallis Armstrong in 1931, but she has raced as 
the property of his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Peter 
A. B. Widener. Last year she won four races 
and was second in the Astoria and third in the 
Clover Stakes. This season she has won three 
races and finished second in the Test Stakes. 
Her earnings are $6,945. Her dam, Gossamer, 
did not win, but placed at two. White Lies is 
bred much like Boojum, which was by John P. 
Grier out of a mare by *Chicle, second dam by 
Peter Pan, third dam by Broomstick. It is the 
Maggie B. B. family. 


ATTEMPTED TO TAMPER. 

A negro who gave his name as Sidney Brown 
and claimed to be a groom out of employment is 
serving a six months’ sentence in the Mineola, 
N. Y., jail. Brown was arrested by Pinkerton 
detectives September 12 and was identified by 
Milton Locke, stable foreman for Trainer Clyde 
Van Dusen, as the man who offered him $500 
if he would permit him to be for five minutes 
alone in the stall with Dixiana’s Cee Tee on Tues- 
day of last week. He was held without bail on 
a charge of attempting to tantper, but later he 
pleaded guilty to a charge of vagrancy and was 
sentenced by Judge E. T. Neu. It was the first 
arrest under the New York law making it a fel- 
ony to sponge, or otherwise tamper with, a race 
horse. The text of that law follows: 

“A person who wilfully or unjustifiably inter- 


feres with, injures, destroys or tampers with, or 
who wilfully sets on foot, instigates, engages in 
or in any way furthers any act by which any 
horse, mule, dog or any other domestic animal 
used for the purposes of racing, breeding or com- 
petitive exhibition of skill, breed or stamina, is 
interfered with, injured, destroyed or tampered 
with, or any act tending to produce such inter- 
ference, injury, destruction or tampering, wheth- 
er such horse, mule, dog or other domestic ani- 
mal be the property of himself or another, is 
guilty of a felony, punishable by imprisonment 
in a State’s prison for not more than three years. 

“This act shall take effect September first, 
nineteen hundred and thirty-two.” 


NEW YORK SALES TAX. 

A Kentuckian who raced a few horses on New 
York tracks this year got a letter from a New 
York State tax collecting official late in August 
informing him that he was due to pay 1 per cent 
tax on a horse which had been claimed from him 
in June, and telling him also that he would be 
expected to pay 5 per cent penalty, because he 
had not paid the tax before the end of July. The 
Kentuckian brought the matter to THE BLOOD- 
HorsE. We wrote to Algernon Daingerfield, 
Assistant Secretary of The Jockey Club, to 
ascertain whether that organization had had up 
the matter with the state officials. Here is Mr. 
Daingerfield’s answer: 

During the Saratoga meeting, the Department of 
Taxation discovered the fact that yearlings sold at 
public auction and horses sold under the rules of racing 
were subject to a sales tax. 

The matter was presented to the attorneys for the 
racing associations and The Jockey Club, and we gave 
out public notice to all owners and trainers that any 
horses sold were subject to the 1 per cent sales tax, 
and I presume this 1 per cent tax has been paid. How- 
ever, I think the 5 per cent penalty is entirely unrea- 
sonable and should be protested. 

The matter of this tax evidently escaped the attention 
of the Tax Commission or collectors in the State of 
New York until mid-August, and had not been in- 
vestigated or taken up by The Jockey Club or racing 
associations.” 

E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, sent out to consignors of yearlings to 
be sold in August at Saratoga a notice of the 1 
per cent tax on horses sold at auction, informa- 
tion of which appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
July 29, but notice of the application of the tax 
on horses claimed from races did not reach 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


TWO TRACKS PLANNED. 


APERS of incorporation of two companies for 
the building of racing plants have been 
issued by the State of West Virginia. One is the 
West Virginia Jockey Club, which has planned 
a track to be built at Wierton, in the northern 
panhandle of the state, 40 miles from Pittsburgh, 
Pa. The other is the Shenandoah Jockey Club, 
which will rebuild the old horse show and racing 
plant in the eastern panhandle, 50 miles west 
of Baltimore and Washington. J. B. McLaughlin, 
state racing commissioner, has granted the West 
Virginia Jockey Club a permit for 50 days racing 
in 1934, but the dates have not been announced. 
They will be determined after it is known 
whether Bowie will race in April or in May. In 
any event the first meeting is expected to follow 
the close of the Maryland season. The Shenan- 
doah Jockey Club is expected to race in the 
fall. Samuel E. Chilton is president of the West 
Virginia Jockey Club. 
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MICHIGAN 


DAILY TARIFF REDUCED. 


HE Michigan State Administrative Board has 

reduced the rental of the State Fair Grounds 
and the State license tax charged to the Detroit 
Racing Association from $6,000 to $2,600 daily. 
The action was taken at Lansing on September 
11, when Gov. William A. Comstock and other 
members of the board heard a delegation of the 
Detroit Racing Association upon the subject. 
The delegation was composed of President 
Charles B. Bohn, General Manager Frank Lehr, 
Secretary Den Uyl, and Judge Joseph A. Mur- 
phy, director of racing, who was spokesman for 
the delegation and disclosed the difficulties the 
organization was encountering in the matter of 
receipts and expenditures. Judge Murphy made 
it clear that under present economic conditions 
the $6,000 daily charge was more than doubly 
excessive. Racing Commissioner Mark Hanna 
and State Commissioner of Agriculture Samuel 
T. Metzger approved the request for reduction 
to $2,600 and stated that the manner in which 
racing is being conducted at the Fair Grounds is 
a credit to the State of Michigan and to the 
sport as a whole, and they were of the belief 
that the association should have the State’s aid 
and co-operation in every possible way. The 
request was granted with only one dissenting 
vote. It was understood at the meeting that 
there will be no reduction of stakes and purses 
and that the high character of the racing will be 
maintained to the end. Judge Murphy an- 
nounced a stakes for 2-year-olds to have $2,500 
added, to close September 23 and to be run Sep- 
tember 30. 


DAN SABATH WINS CLOSE ONE. 

Audley Farm Stable’s Trey, handicapped with 
top weight of 122 pounds, and his stablemate 
Wacoche (109) were confidently played in the 
Juvenile Handicap ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 
six furlongs) at Detroit September 16, the entry 
closing favorite at 7 to 5 in the mutuels. Trey 
turned in his worst race of the year and Wacoche 
his best, which lacked a few inches of being good 
enough to take down first money. Ahead of him, 
by a nose and a head, were Albert Sabath’s Dan 
Sabath (111) and Norman W. Church’s Ima 
Count (107). A length back in fourth place was 
Kieva (112), owned by Mrs. M. Weiner, and be- 
hind her were 11 other 2-year-olds. 

The field was 11 minutes at the post. Dan 
Sabath, among the bad actors, was taken out of 
his stall and placed on the outside of the field. 
As the Bahr gate at Detroit provides for only 12 
horses, Ima Count, Tyrant and Hereward were 
also placed outside the stalls. The pacemaking 
was a head-and-head duel between Wacoche and 
Ima Count. It was Trey’s cue to come forward 
in the stretch and take the lead as his stable- 
mate weakened, but Trey, which was close up 
early in the race, weakened much more than 
Wacoche did, and it was Dan Sabath which 
came up on the outside, under Sammy Renick’s 
urging, and stole the race in the last few strides 
from the son of Reigh Count. After the first 
four, the approximate order of finish was Vin 
Noir (102), Pass Shot (112), Hereward (107), 
Moresoris (108), Trey (122), Tatanne (110), 
Skunner (108), Gay Joe (104), Chiliad (10814), 
Tyrant (105), Pomparagon (106). Time, :23 1-5, 
:47 2-5, 1:18 4-5, track good. Stakes division, 
$2,635, $500, $250, $125.

Dan Sabath was purchased by Mr. Sabath at 
C. J. Fitz Gerald’s sale at Arlington Park in July, 
1932, and the $600 paid for him was the top price 
of the sale. (THE BLOOD-HORSE commented: 
“This colt is worth easily $2,000.) He is a 
brother to the good filly Olive Sabath. He has 
started 12 times, won three races, finished sec- 
ond twice (including Joliet Handicap) and third 
once. He has earned $4,180. Howard Oots bought 
his year-younger brother, then a weanling, for 
$185 at E. J. Tranter’s sales at Lexington last 
November, when the horses belonging to the 
estate of his breeder, the late Col. W. S. Dudley, 
were dispersed. Dan Sabath’s dam, Southern 
Kiss, won at two and three. Her dam, *Golden 
Lassie II, is also dam of the stakes winner Ever- 
gold, whose pedigree is on the following page. 


ILLINOIS 


LINCOLN FIELDS. 


HEN racing changes from Lincoln Fields to 

Washington Park Monday of next week, 
the Chicago racing season, as far as the more 
important tracks are concerned, will be on its 
last lap. The Washington Park session will run 
through Saturday, October 14, 18 days, and will 
be followed by concurrent 14-day meetings at 
Exposition Park (Aurora) and the half-mile 
Sportsman’s Park, from October 16 to October 
31, the legal limit of the racing season in the 
state. 

The middle part of the Lincoln Fields meeting 
was marred by cold and rainy weather. The track 
for the last few days was particularly bad, and 
last Saturday it was at its worst. The weather, 
however, was more favorable Saturday and the 
second largest crowd of the 18-day meeting, 
about 12,000, turned out for a program featured 
by the Crete Handicap, in which Evergold beat a 
field of sprinters. The closing day at Lincoln 
Fields will be marked by the renewal of the 
Marquette Handicap. 

Washington Park has three $2,500 added 
stakes, the Homewood Handicap, booked for 
September 30, Harvey Handicap, October 7, and 
Lakeside Handicap, October 14. The Lakeside 
Handicap is for 2-year-olds, the others for older 
horses. Besides these events, the Washington 
Park Cup, with a purse of $2,000, will be run as 
an overnight handicap on October 14. 


EVERGOLD’S CRETE HANDICAP. 

First and third money in the seventh running 
of the Crete Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs) fell to Evergold (106) and 
Minton (103), respectively, representing the 
Shandon Farm Stable of R. J. and P. A. Nash, 
Chicago contractors. The race was run over a 
most difficult track, and the runners were so 
tired that the time for the last quarter was 27 
seconds. C. E. Davison’s No More (114), top- 
weight and favorite, finished second, a length be- 
hind the winner and a neck in front of Minton. 
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Fourth money fell to Mrs. W. E. Schmidt’s 
Pancho Lopez (102%), four lengths farther 
back. Pancho Lopez had led the way for the first 
five furlongs. Minton forced the pace for half 
a mile, and as he weakened his stablemate came 


forward, racing on the outside, and passed the . 


leaders in the stretch to score a handy victory. 
Evergold had left the post last of the nine start- 
ers, but was never far behind the leaders. He 
was the third winner of the day for young Jockey 
L. Ruder. Those which failed to earn any part 


of the purse were Princess Camelia (1081), 
Camp Douglas (98), Karl Eitel (100), Playtime 
(105), Miss Bunting (3-y-o0, 103). The handi- 


cap weights were so low that Pancho Lopez and 
Princess Camelia each carried 414 pounds over- 
weight, Miss Bunting five, and Playtime three. 
Time, :24 2-5, :49 3-5, 1:16 3-5, track heavy. 
Stakes division, $2,150, $500, $250, $150.

Evergold had won two of his 18 races this 
season previous to the Crete Handicap, but had 
not placed in a stakes event since last year, when 
he won the Garfield and Dundee Stakes and fin- 
ished second in the Bowie Handicap and third in 
the Classic and Glencoe Stakes. He was not 
raced at two. His earnings are $16,990. 


OHIO 


CONEY ISLAND CLOSES. 

ATONIA, across the river from Cincinnati in 

Kentucky, opened a 31-day race meeting on 
Saturday, June 24. That was the beginning of 
73 consecutive (except Sundays) days of racing 
which the people of Cincinnati were asked to 
support. Latonia closed Saturday, July 29, and 
on the following Monday the Cincinnati Jockey 
Club re-opened the Coney Island track to operate 
it under the new Ohio pari-mutuel law. Coney 
Island’s 42 days of racing closed last Saturday, 
September 16. The take-out of the mutuel 
“handie” was 10 per cent and breakage at either 
track. Ejight-race’ programs prevailed at La- 
tonia and through a portion of the Coney Island 
meeting. The punishment was more than the 
community could, or would, stand. Neither 
meeting was profitable. 

Coney Island’s mutuels turned over a total of 
$164,100, the second largest “handle” of the 
meeting, on the final day, and brought the grand 
total for the entire meeting of 42 days up to 
$3,178,915, average $75,664. From this the state 
of Ohio collected approximately $51,900 in taxes, 
besides $20,000 which it obtained from the tax on 
admissions. About $20,000 also went to the 
United States government on admission taxes. 

Although the meeting failed to yield a profit, 
it did not show a large loss, oferation only con- 
sidered. The management, therefore, is rather 
encouraged at the prospect for next year, when 
two meetings probably will be given instead of 
one long one. The Cincinnati Enquirer last Sun- 
day had the following:. “William V. Dwyer said 
that he really did not want to run as long a meet- 


ing as 42 days; that it was his idea that 19 or 25 
days would have been enough, but his associates 
and others held out for the long meeting.” 

S. C. Nuckols, capable presiding steward at 
Coney Island, has been suffering for some time 
from an attack of arthritis, but refused to quit 
work until the next to last day of the meeting, 
when he found it virtually impossible for him to 
leave his bed. He will rest a couple of weeks be- 
fore going to the meeting at Dayton. Frank 
Bruen left for New York to give his attention to 
plans for the Tropical Park meeting next winter. 
Vincent Treanor went to Rockingham Park, will 
go later to Laurel, Md., to act as steward. Rac- 
ing Secretary J. B. Campbell goes to Toronto 
for the Woodbine Park meeting. Other Coney 
Island officials moved in various directions. 


HORSE PAYS THE DEBT. 


O. G. Brown owns the horse Abe Furst, 4-year- 
old gelding by Upset—-Safe Home, by Hilarious. 
Somebody to whom Mr. Brown was indebted in 
the sum of $100 sued out an attachment against 
the horse. City Sheriff James Burgess appeared 
on September 14 at Mr. Brown’s home to serve 
the attachment, saying that he would be com- 
pelled to take the horse. The horse was at Coney 
Island and was entered to run in the third num- 
ber, a claiming event on the card that day. 
Owner Brown looked despairingly at the sky, 
grey with rain, and entreatingly asked permis- 
sion that Abe Furst fill his engagement in that 
race. He was sure the gelding would win. The 
sheriff granted the plea, the rain came, and Abe, 
splashing through the mud, brought home the 
bacon. The attachment was discharged by the 
paying of the $100 and there was $350 left in 
Owner Brown's “kick.” 


TAYLOR SHOOTS BAUMGARTNER. 

Shortly after noon September 15, in front of 
226 East Fifth Street, Cincinnati, Walter Taylor, 
35, of Lexington, former jockey, now a trainer, 
shot George Baumgartner, 25, plumber, of Price 
Hill, Cincinnati, in the left shoulder. Taylor, 
charged with shooting to kill, was released on 
bond of $2,000 when an examination at a hospital 
disclosed that the wound was not considered seri- 
ous. Taylor claims that Baumgartner, who is a 
brother-in-law of Hazel Rogers, a maid formerly 
employed in Taylor’s home, had attempted to 
blackmail him. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK. 


HE year’s second meeting at Rockingham 

Park, Salem, more ambitious but less success- 
ful than the first, is now well along toward its 
close, which comes Saturday, September 30. A 
good supply of fairly good horses is on hand but 
the several stakes events offered have failed to 
attract many high-class horses. 

Wednesday of last week, September 13, the 
track was fast enough to allow three horses to 
set track records in three successive races. 
Grannys Trade stepped five furlongs in :58 4-5, 
Clotho went 5% furlongs in 1:04 2-5, and Gold 
Step, winning a six-furlong event in which Fly- 
ing Heels broke down, stepped the distance in 
1:10 4-5. Rain and cold weather followed, and 
during the latter half of the week neither the 
crowds nor the horses fully enjoyed the sport. 
The management had had two weeks of unfavor- 
able weather to worry about at the beginning of 
the meeting, and hoped it would “get a break” 
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for the last two weeks. However, the publicity 
department reports the meeting “more success- 
ful than anticipated.” 

Two stakes remain to be run, the $4,000 added 
Granite State Handicap, set for September 23, 
and the $7,500 added Rockingham Park Handi- 
cap, which marks the closing day. 


CATTAIL’S ROCKINGHAM SCORE. 

Cattail failed in four races at Rockingham 
Park during the first two weeks of September 
before he finally found a “set-up” in the New 
England States Claiming Handicap ($2,500 add- 
ed, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) which was 
decided September 16. Only three others op- 
posed him, and the Ziegler plater, valued at 
$6,000, led all the way, under top weight of 106 
pounds, and won by a length and a half from 
Mrs. W. R. Fleming’s Momo (3-y-o, 100). H. 
Schutte hit the winner a few times with his whip 
in the stretch, just to make the victory doubly 
sure. Momo, a daughter of Rolled Stocking, was 
15 lengths in front of the Le Mar Stock Farm 
Stable’s Morsel (96, four pounds overweight), 
which has refused to give his best at any time 
this year. F. A. Carreaud’s Guardian (3-y-o, 97) 
was fourth and last. The winner was favorite 
at $1.05 to $1. Time, :24, :49 2-5, 1:14 3-5, 
1:42 2-5, 1:48 2-5, track sloppy. Stakes division, 
$1,955, $500, $200, $100.

TEXAS 


ARLINGTON DOWNS DATES. 

NNOUNCEMENT was made at Detroit 

September 16 by Judge Joseph A. Murphy, 
who is to serve as the director of racing at the 
Texas Jockey Club’s forthcoming meeting at 
Arlington Downs, that the meeting will open on 
October 19 (instead of October 26) and that it 
will close on Armistice Day, November 11, mak- 
ing a total of 21 days. E. Paul Waggoner, one 
of the officers of the Texas Jockey Club au- 
thorized Judge Murphy to make this announce- 
ment and stated that the change was made in 
view of a visit to Texas planned by Vice-President 
John N. Garner and Postmaster General James 
A. Farley. These gentlemen are to be at Fort 
Worth and Dallas during the week October 12 
to 19, and arrangements are being made that 
they shall be guests of the Texas Jockey Club 
on the opening day. Vice-President Garner is a 
great lover of horses, particularly of the Thor- 
oughbred, and is personally very popular in his 
home state of Texas. It is likely that both he 
and Mr. Farley will be asked to make addresses 
at Arlington Downs on opening day. 


MARYLAND 


HAVRE DE GRACE. 
ARYLAND’S fall season of 61 days of racing 
had its inauguration at Havre de Grace 
Monday of this week. The weather was clear, 
the track fast and the attendance good. It was 
the first of two days for charity. The regular 
meeting of the Harford Agricultural and Breed- 
ers’ Association is to embrace 10 days, beginning 
on Wednesday. Then will come meetings at 
Laurel, 25 days; Pimlico, 10 days, and Bowie, 14 
days, the season closing November 30. 
The opening day card carried seven races with 
a total of 52 runners, and it was noted by the 
press that a horse shortage exists, “but,” it is 


commented, “the condition is far from being 
serious. Thoroughbreds are streaming in from 
Rockingham, New York and Chicago every day, 
and before the end of the week it will look like 
the old Maryland picture.” There were expres- 
sions of indignation on the part of Manager Ed- 
die Burke, Assistant Manager Jimmy Ross and 
other officials that a report should have been 
circulated at Rockingham Park to the effect that 
“a coughing epidemic raged at Havre.” The 
Cincinnati Enquirer’s correspondent quite em- 
phatically reports: “There’s not a cough in any 
of the carloads here.”’ On the opening day there 
were two purses of $800 each and five of $700 
each. Jockeys A. Tipton and H. Cruz each rode 
two winners. The feature was the Fort Henry 
Purse, which was won by Dark Hope after a 
hard drive with Silent Shot. Dreel, winner of 
three races at Rockingham Park, was one of the 
winners, making his score four straight. 
Equipoise and Jamestown are scheduled for a 
meeting in the Havre de Grace Handicap, $10,000, 
one mile and an eighth, to be run on September 
30, the closing day of the meeting. Two other 
$10,000 races are to be decided, the Potomac, for 
3-year-olds, one mile and a sixteenth, and the 
Eastern Shore, for 2-year-olds, at six furlongs. 


WASHINGTON 


CUTTING DOWN LOSS. 

ROM Edwin James Brown, chairman of the 

Washington State Racing Commission, comes 
the information that with the close of the week 
ending September 9, the Washington Park 
Jockey Club’s loss on the meeting at Longacres, 
Seattle, had been reduced to $48,000. Mr. Brown 
said that during the first 21 days the meeting 
had lost steadily, but that during the next seven 
days the returns were on the right side of the 
ledger. 


*WINOOKA. 

The Referee (Sydney, Australia), August 3, 
carried a cabled report, dated July 31, from its 
“Special Commissioner,” of *Winooka’s first race, 
that against Hueu at Tanforan. It was a fair 
and comprehensive account, and in the after 
paragraphs are some items of interest to Ameri- 
cans. Jockey Britt reported that “it had been a 
mere exercise gallop’ for *Winooka. ‘Hueu 
could not extend him at all,” and this was counted 
a pity, for, ‘‘with some faster rival, the Austra- 
lian could have beaten the existing time record 
(1:00) for five furlongs (at Tanforan), and that 
would have made a much deeper impression on 
Americans, for there is nothing they like better 
than a shattered record.” *Winooka’s party bet 
with confidence nearly $5,000 on the horse in the 
pari-mutuels, taking odds of practically 1 to 10. 
*Winooka was only 40 days off the boat when 
he ran. He had been nearly three months pre- 
paring “for his Oakleigh Plate outing last Feb- 
ruary, when he was unluckily beaten by Ibrani.” 
Plans for *Winooka were not definite, “but there 
is a match with the American champion, Equi- 
poise, in the air. Terms for that, however, are 
likely to be difficult to arrange for at least some 
time. Equipoise has been racing over middle dis- 
tances, and connections might not appreciate 
dropping to a short sprint to suit the invader. 
On the other hand, *Winooka won’t be ready for 
another six weeks or two months to show his 
best form at a mile. He had been in work four 
months before he put up his best performance 
last Easter in the Doncaster, running the mile 
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with 9.13 (139 pounds) in 1:35%4. So present in- 
dications are that easier fry will be sought for 
any immediate engagements.” 

From other notes in the same publication is 
culled the fact that Wanooka, 3-year-old half- 
sister (by Magpie) to *Winooka (by Windbag) 
from Kanooka (dam of only three foals), did not 
race because she is blind in one eye. She is to 
be mated this season (it is breeding time in 
Australia), with Pantheon, sire of the champion 
Peter Pan. 


FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK STAKES. 
UT early, for the assurance of horsemen who 
expect to race at Hialeah Park next winter, 
was Racing Secretary Joseph McLennan’s an- 
nouncement last week that the Miami Jockey 
Club will reduce neither purses nor stakes for 
the 45-day meeting which opens January 25 and 
continues through March 17. Of the seven races 
which will be run daily, two will have $700 
purses, three $800, two $1,000, except on stakes 
days, when the feature event will have $2,000 
or more added. From this announcement, it ap- 
pears that the Hialeah distribution to horsemen 
will be larger than in 1933, as a larger percent- 
age of $700 races was given last winter. The 
stakes program is virtually the same as in the 
winter of 1933, except that the value of Nursery 
Stakes No. 1 (colts and geldings) is increased 
from $2,000 added to $2,500 added. Racing Sec- 
retary McLennan has announced the stakes as 
follows:

CALIFORNIA 


AGUA CALIENTE MEETING. 

OSEPH M. SCHENCK, president of the Agua 

Caliente Jockey Club, announced on Septem- 
ber 14 that a meeting is to be held next winter 
at Agua Caliente track and is to open on Sunday, 
December 24. The date for closing has not been 
definitely determined. Judge Christopher J. 
Fitz Gerald left New York last Sunday for 
Hollywood in response to a call by President 
Schenck for a conference which is to be held this 
week and at which details for the meeting will 


be worked out and the personnel of the official 
family discussed, if not determined. President 
Schenck, in the course of his statement last 
week, said the meeting will be under the same 
direction as last winter and that he had asked 
Judge Fitz Gerald to come to the coast for a 
conference and to again head the official family. 
He stated that a liberal stakes program is to 
be arranged, the feature of which will be a re- 
newal of the Agua Caliente Handicap. 

“Our first task,” he said, ‘will be to choose 
officials. We again propose to conduct racing on 
the highest possible plane. Agua Caliente kept 
the game alive in the lean years and in itself 
was responsible for the revival of breeding in 
California. We feel we are still in a position to 
greatly help Thoroughbred racing in our neigh- 
bor state.” 


KYNE FILES QUESTIONNAIRE. 

William P. Kyne, of San Francisco, was the 
first to file a questionnaire in compliance with 
the California Horse Racing Board’s requirement 
of applicants for permits to build and/or operate 
race tracks. In the name of the California 
Jockey Club, the Kyne papers, accompanied by a 
check for $10,000, as the required bond, were 
filed with William P. Roth, at San Francisco, by 
Attorney Arnold C. Lackenback. The applica- 
tion is for a track to be located at Beresford, in 
San Mateo County, or at Rheems, in Contra 
Costa County, Mr. Kyne’s being willing to let 
the Racing Board say which. 


TANFORAN. 

The Pacific Coast Breeders’ Association’s ques- 
tionnaire is asking for dates for a meeting to be 
held in November at Tanforan, according to late 
advices from San Francisco. A chute to permit 
races at six furlongs without starting on a turn 
is being put in at the Tanforan plant. The grand- 
stand is being made more comfortable by the in- 
stallation of glass where chill winds from the 
ocean would otherwise blow in. The grounds are 
being beautified. Plans are in the making for 
steeplechase racing. 


STATE FAIR FIGURES. 

Official figures for the California State Fair 
attendance and betting, made public last week at 
Sacramento, disclose that the attendance totaled 
326,965, which was 57,325 greater than last year, 
when there was no betting on the races. The 
pari-mutuel turnover aggregated $111,895. The 
take from this was $8,951 to the State Fair fund 
and $4,475 to the State Treasurer in the form of 
license tax. 


CLOSING DOG TRACKS. 

Operators of greyhound racing courses in Cali- 
fornia are leading a dog’s life, so to speak, these 
days. County officers, recognizing law violation 
in the betting done there (dogs were not included 
in the horse racing law), have been conducting 
raids at San Francisco, Sacramento and San Jose. 


POMONA FAIR OPENS. 

The Los Angeles County Fair opened at 
Pomona September 15, for 10 days, with pari- 
mutuel pooling. 


At Erdenheim, George D. Widener’s Philadel- 
phia place, 23 yearlings are in training. The colt 
by Flying Ebony—Salacia (dam of Sation) died 
recently. It is planned that about six of the 
string will be sent to Hialeah Park. 
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KENTUCKY 


TROTS WELL ATTENDED. 

HE Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ Asso- 

ciation’s annual Grand Circuit meeting of 
harness racing is on this week at the Kentucky 
Association (running) track, Lexington. Monday 
and Tuesday were bright days, after nearly a 
week of rain, and the track was at its best for 
the trotters. The sport was good and the at- 
tendance large. There was “a whipping finish,” 
something on the order of the “duel” between 
Don Meade, rider of Brokers Tip, and H. L. 
Fisher, rider of Head Play, in the Kentucky 
Derby at Louisville last May. In this instance, 
Fred Egan, driver of Emily Stokes, bitterly con- 
testing the first heat of the $7,000 Kentucky 
Futurity against Coldstream Farm’s Muscletone, 
struck “Doc” Parshall, driver of Muscletone, with 
his whip. Egan claimed foul, declaring that Par- 
shall had pinched him off. Drivers Caton and 
Thomas were called upon for testimony and the 
judges let the finish stand and fined Egan $50 
after he had admitted that he had violated the 
rules by using his whip on a rival driver. Muscle- 
tone won the second heat and the race. He was 
bred by C. B. Shaffer and is by Henry Knight’s 
good trotting sire, Mr. McElwyn 1:59%4. Messrs. 
Shaffer and Knight also are breeders and owners 
of Thoroughbreds. Exterminator came off the 
farm of a member of Henry Knight’s family in 
Jessamine County, Ky. 

As a curtain raiser to the trotting meeting, 
Dr. O. M. Edwards on Sunday entertained some 
500 guests, including visitors for the races and 
local persons, among whom were a large num- 
ber of breeders and owners of Thoroughbred 
horses, at his Walnut Hall Farm, one of the two 
greatest of present day light harness horse 
nurseries (now that Calumet Farm this week is 
disposing of the last of its trotters and will be 
devoted to Thoroughbreds in future). After a 
show of the stallions and the yearlings, and some 
of the more famous of the many broodmares, 
luncheon was served under the spreading trees 
of the lawn, and many lingered through the 
bright afternoon in such pleasant peaceful sur- 
roundings to renew their friendships of long 
standing. 

There is a happier feeling between breeders of 
Thoroughbreds and breeders of light harness 
horses than has existed in Kentucky in many 
years. 


FILLIES AT LATONIA.

THOROUGHBRED CLUB MEETING. 

At the luncheon meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, President Thomas Piatt, pre- 
siding, last Saturday noon at the Lafayette 
Hotel, Lexington, there was fine attendance of 
the membership. It was voted that the club’s 
annual dinner will be held in the Lafayette Hotel 
ball room Wednesday evening, November 15. 
Last year the club’s annual dinner was in the 
nature of a testimonial to Col. E. R. Bradley. 
It was so great a success and so highly appreci- 


ated and enjoyed by a large number of men from 
various parts of the country that it was voted 
at a subsequent meeting to annually honor some 
outstanding figure of the American Turf at these 
dinners. In accordance with this decision of a 
year ago, a committee was appointed to select 
the person to be so honored on November 15 and 
to make its report at an early date. 


P. T. CHINN LEASES MASON FARM.

Colonel Chinn has a large number of yearlings 
and other horses in training for various clients 
at the Kentucky Association track, Lexington. 
Last week he purchased from the Coldstream 
Stud the horses Gold Meter and Gold Pot and 
leased the services of the Coldstream rider, Mel- 
vin Lewis, for the remainder of the meeting at 
Detroit. Lewis went from his home in Colorado, 
where he had been vacationing, to Detroit, where 
he reported to J. W. Murphy, racing a stable of 
horses there for Colonel Chinn.

13, beating the Aga Khan’s Felicitation by three 
lengths. Lord Durham’s Scarlet Tiger was third, 
a neck worse than Felicitation. Fourteen start- 
ed. The winner, ridden by Tommy Weston, who 
rode him in the Derby, was a strong favorite at 
3 to 2 and his victory was very popular with the 
crowd of approximately 300,000 which saw the 
oldest of England’s classics renewed. The time 
for the one mile, six furlongs and 132 yards was 
3:06 4-5. Hyperion has started four times this 
year without being beaten, capturing in succes- 
sion the Chester Vase, the Derby, the Prince of 
Wales’ Stakes and the St. Leger, none at a dis- 
tance less than 114 miles. After his victory in 
the Prince of Wales Stakes at Ascot he suffered 
a stifle injury which interrupted his training for 
some time, but he recovered in time to be in his 
best form for the St. Leger. 

The first day of the four-day Doncaster meet- 
ing was marked by the running of the famous 
Champagne Stakes, for more than a century an 
important prize for 2-year-olds. Its winner was 
Lord Howard de Walden’s home-bred Blazonry, 
a newcomer among the leading members of his 
age division in England. Withheld from compe- 
tition during the early part of the season, 
Blazonry leaped into the limelight with a head 
victory over the Aga Khan’s Alishah. Valerius 
was third, beaten two lengths. Five others went 
to the post for the six-furlong test, which had a 
value of approximately $15,000. Blazonry is a 
bay colt by the Irish stallion Blandford out of 
Fire Mist, by Sunstar out of Lorgnette, by Isin- 
glass, third dam Galinne, by Galopin. 

Another important event of the meeting was 
the Doncaster Cup, 2% miles, run the final day, 
Friday, September 15, and won by Lieut.-Col. 
Giles Loder’s Colorado Kid, which, with an ad- 
vantage in the weights, was made an odds-on 
favorite. He finished easily, four lengths in ad- 
vance of the good mare Nitsichin. It was the 
fourth important victory of the season for the 
4-year-old son of Colorado (by Phalaris) out of 
Baby Polly, by Spearmint, second dam the great 
Pretty Polly, by Gallinule. 


FOREIGN NOTES.

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THE COVER PICTURE 


WEBB OFFUTT, Georgetown, Ky., electri- 
e cal engineer and farmer, who delights in 
breeding a few Thoroughbreds every year, 
brought back from his recent trip to Europe with 
Dr. W. W. Dimock a number of photographs 
which he took. Among the most interesting of 
these was a snapshot, taken at Sir Victor Sas- 
soon’s stud in England, of the American-bred 
mare Flimsy and her brown filly foal by Mad 
Hatter. Flimsy, winner of the Pimlico Oaks of 
1930 and sister to the high-class horses Beacon 
Hill and Bostonian, went to Sir Victor last year 
in a trade with C. V. Whitney, who acquired in 
exchange the young mare *Call Girl, sister to 
the Derby winner Call Boy. *Call Girl was not 
bred until this year, but Flimsy was in foal to 
Mad Hatter at the time of the trade. This spring 
she gave birth to the promising filly seen in the 
picture on our front cover. Neither Flimsy nor 
her foal is eligible for entry in the General Stud 
Book, but it has been the policy of Sir Victor 
Sassoon to breed for the best stock obtainable 
the world over, regardless of the Jersey Act. He 
has imported several American mares and has 
bred some of his English matrons to American 
sires, but the produce of his breeding ventures 
here have been fillies in a discouraging number 
of instances. 


MISTAKEN POLICY. 

Rockingham Park stewards have prohibited 
the practice of warming up horses before races. 
We think this prohibition ill-advised and we be- 
lieve that a proper investigation on the part of 
the stewards will show them wherein they have 
made a mistake. The public is aware that 
“hopped” horses are never warmed up. The pub- 
lic also not only enjoys seeing horses in these 
brief spins before the races but those who are 
speculatively inclined get much benefit from 
their observations of action and condition of the 
respective contestants. 


RIDERLESS HORSE SAVAGES OTHERS. 

In the rich July Handicap, run recently at 
Durban, in South Africa and won by Legacy, one 
of the starters, Lightning Star, jumped forward 
at the start, caught his jockey in the tapes and 
dislodged him, then galloped with the remainder 
of the field and either savaged or interfered with 
nearly every other starter. He finally collided 
with another horse and fell, also knocking down 
the other racer.

Persons well

K now the pedigrees as well as they do the 
track and field ways, stable habits and paddock 
pranks, of their horses. 


To know a pedigree means that one should be 
conversant with blood lines—should know the 
names of the sire and dam and all ancestors for 
at least five generations. 


Ir is impossible for one to know all of this 
unless one has a TABULATED PEDIGREE of 
each horse.
